2.  SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  During  the  year  the  Borough  Council 
continued  the  arrangements  offered  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  General  Hospital,  Middlesbrough,  in  respect  of  the 
diagnosis  of  pathological  specimens. 

3.  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946. 

With  certain  exceptions  the  Thornaby  Area  Health  Sub- 
Committee  exercised  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supervising  the  services  provided  for  under  this  Act.  The 
Committee  met  once  in  two  months  in  Thornaby  and  was  com¬ 
prised  of  members  of  the  County  Council,  the  Borough  of 
Thornaby -on -Tees  and  the  Rural  District  of  Stokesley.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

There  is  an  adequate  piped  supply  to  all  households  obtained 
from  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  Co-ordination 
is  established  with  the  Board,  whose  chemists  take  samples  regularly 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  All  samples  have 
been  highly  satisfactory  and  no  complaints  have  been  received 
during  this  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Vale  Cottages,  situated  on  the 
Borough  boundary  and  well  outside  the  populated  area,  the  town 
has  a  complete  water  carriage  system.  The  whole  of  the  sewerage 
is  discharged)  in  a  crude  state  into  the  River  Tees. 

Public  Oeansing. 

The  work  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  Borough. 

Municipal  Swimming  Baths. 

The  whole  capacity  of  the  Bath,  amounting  to  124,000  gallons, 
can  be  turned  over,  refiltered,  sterilised,  chlorinated  and  reoxidised 
in  three  and  a  half  hours.  The  break -point  system  of  Chlorination 
(or  super -chlorination)  is  used,  and  21  samples  of  bath  water  taken 
during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  were  highly  satis¬ 
factory. 

A  comprehensive  modernising  and  rebuilding  programme  was 
planned  during  the  year.  Work  was  to  start  in  1968. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Schools  were  satisfactory.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Since  the  illness  in  November,  1965,  and  ultimate  retirement 
in  September,  1966,  of  Mr.  H.  Wright,  who  acted  as  our  part  time 
Rodent  Operative,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  retain  anyone  for 
this  work  except  for  very  short  periods.  It  was,  therefore,  not 
possible  to  undertake  any  regular  surveys  for  the  detection  of 
rodents,  but  all  complaints  of  infestation  of  rats  and  mice  were 
given  prompt  attention  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  sewers 
m  the  district  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the  method  approved 
by  the  responsible  Ministry.

REFUSE  COLLECnON  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  service  was  regularly  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  a  full  time  staff  of  3  drivers  and  13  collectors  at  a 
net  cost  of  £20,000. 

There  were  3  collection  vehicles  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  : 
2  fifty  cubic  yard  compression  vehicles  and  a  seven  cubic  yard  side 
loading  vehicle.  The  compression  vehicles  have  been  a  great  asset 
in  coping  with  the  continued  developments  taking  place  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  Borough,  and  the  increasing  volume  of  house 
refuse.  The  side  loading  vehicle  is  principally  used  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  bulky  articles  of  house  refuse  which  cannot  be  dealt  with 
by  the  compression  vehicles.  There  is  a  growing  demand  for  the 
removal  of  this  type  of  refuse,  furniture,  bedding  etc.  and  a  free 
service  is  given. 

All  household  refuse  collected  in  the  Borough  was  disposed 
of  by  arrangement  with  Middlesbrough  Corporation  at  their  plant 
at  Middlesbrough  Road,  or  the  refuse  tips  at  Guisborough  and 
Eaglescliffe. 


AIR  POLLUTION 
Measurement  of  Pollution. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  sited  in  central  positions  in  the  town 
from  which  monthly  tests  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst.  The 
average  monthly  total  insoluble  solids  in  tons  per  square  mile  were 
5.84  from  the  gauge  in  the  residential  area  and  7.57  from  the  gauge 
in  the  semi  industrial  area. 

Industrial  Pollution. 

27  timed  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emitted  from  in¬ 
dustrial  chimneys.  Five  warnings  were  issued  regarding  excessive 
emission  of  dark  smoke. 

Domestic  Control. 

When  the  No.  3  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  at 
the  end  of  the  year  more  than  50%  of  the  area  of  the  Borough 
and  of  the  premises  in  the  Borough  were  covered  by  Orders.
